ON HIRING MEN. 


ORTUNATELY it is not a general practice for one firm to 
attempt to hire away the men of another firm in the same 
line of business, but some concerns resort to this practice 
more or less. Now, these suggestions are not a disquisition upon 
the morality or otherwise of such a course of action, but are in- 
tended simply as a statement of some practical points, aside from 
any ethical considerations. By this we do not mean to imply that 
azn ethical consideration is not a practical consideration, for indeed 
we believe that morality in business is the most practical view 
point for the business man to take, and the only one he can take 
if he would succeed 
Without, then, attempting to determine whether it is right or 
not for one concern to hire an employe of another concern by 
means of some reward that induces him to change his employment, 
it is well to consider the effect of such a course of action upon the 
man himself and his practical aspect to the firm which hires him 
About nine times out of ten men who are employed by others 
receive as much salary as they are worth. Suppose a man in a 
certain situation receives $125 a month. Another firm in the same 
line of business perceives that he is doing good work, and to induce 
him to come over on their side of the fence offers him $175 a 
month. This, of course, is a big temptation and he regards it as 
an opportunity which he cannot afford to turn down. In his new 
position his employers discover that he is a good average man, 
but that, either he is too young or for other reasons, he has not 
reached the point where his services are worth $175 a month. The 
result is dissatisfaction and, very often, dismissal of the new man 
after a year or so of service. Had he remained in his former po 
sition he would probably have continued to give good service and 
to grow in familiarity with his work and in understanding of its 
requirements and within a reasonable time, provided he was mor 


ally straight and industrious, his capacity would have increase: 


'

that his service would have been worth quite as much as the new 
employers offered him. That in attempting to jump him ahead of 
his capacity they really did him an injury and sacrificed the man 
on the altar of their own selfishness 

Men who are contemplating making a change in their employ 
ment should give the subject very careful and serious considera 
tion, and be sure before they make the change that their own de 
velopment is equal to the new work which will be put upon them 
lo hold a position which pays a reasonable salary is fortunate, but 
to lose one which pays a larger salary is certainly not fortunate

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Suggestions as to Best Methods of Handling a Loose 


Leaf Department. 


Article I. 


of the Stationers’ Loose Leaf Company, New York. 


ERY frequently I am asked by young 
men just beginning their business 
career as clerks in stationery stores 

whether it would not be better to fit them 
selves as “Loose Leaf Specialists” rather 
than continue merely as stationery sales 
men. The object of this inquiry of cours« 
is a desire to know how to move in the 
right direction so as to enhance their value 
to their employer with a consequent in 
crease in their salary and income. My reply 
invariably is “Be Both,” for it is impossible 
these days to be a good stationery salesman 
and an indifferent loose leaf man 

It is beyond my understanding why the 
idea still persists among so many in the 
stationery trade that loose leaf is a sep 
arate and independent line, knowledge ot 
which is not absolutely necessary to the 
successful stationery c!erk or salesman. [1 
fact almost daily I come in contact with 
men long engaged in the stationery busi 
ness, either principals or employes, who 
seem to take pride in the fact that they 


know nothing about loose leaf and do 1 
care to learn After all, to a degree, it is 
a mighty good thing for the other fellow. 
\ great volume of loose leaf business 

being placed every day, and the orders g 
to the man that knows or cares to learn 
And why this indifference, this lack of 


terest, this idea that loose leaf is incidental 


to the stationery trade and not a part of it 
What stands in the way of its being an 
tegral part of the commercial stationery 
line I believe I can answer the questiot 
with the one word “Specialists.” What is 
a loose leaf specialist? 

When the loose leaf principle was first 
ipplied to general accounting some fiftee 
years ago, it necessarily came into direct 
competition with bound books of all kinds 
and in its infancy met with a great deal ot 
opposition both from blank book manufa 
turers and stationers who had neither the 
time nor inclination to study this new 
method, consider its advantages, or inform 
themselves regarding its merits. Through 
the constant application and missionary 
work of the few houses manufacturing loose 
leaf devices and supplies during the first 
few years, the system became more and 
more generally adopted, the goods being 
sold in all cases by the manufacturer direct 
ly to the consumer. 

Naturally this initial field work resulted 


in inquiries reaching the stationer for 
devices of all styles, but unfortunately the 
Stationer was not prepared to handle this 
business for the very good reason that none 


1f the manufacturers were at that time sell- 
ing through the dealer. This resulted in 
added prejudice against the system by those 
who were logically intended as the manu- 
facturers’ outlet in future years, and in 
many cases this prejudice has not been 
entirely overcome 

For perhaps ten years, however, a num 
ber of manufacturers have sold their goods 
exclusively through the trade, and have 
gone to a great deal of trouble and expense 
to publish catalogs setting forth the con- 
struction and merits of their various de- 
vices fully illustrating them, listing stock 
sizes and special sizes, subject to published 
discounts, from which the selling and pur- 
chase price of any article can very easily 
be determined 

The day of the loose leaf specialist is 
gone, and every successful Stationery clerk 
or salesman should and can be just as well 
informed with regard to this line as any 
thing else that his firm may carry in stock 
from a box of rubber bands to an elaborate 
filing system

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Discussion of Opportunity Offered by People of 
Europe as Consumers of American Office Equipment 


Lines. 


HE conditions surrounding the mtro 
duction of office appliances in Euro 
pean markets differ materially in 
many important particulars from those 
prevalent in this country. Taking the back 
bone of the office appliance industry, the 
typewriter, as a criterion, we find that whil 
in the American market the most successful 
typewriter companies control their own out 
lets, through local offices and agencies, in 
the European countries practically all type 
writers are represented by dealers, who 
handle the different products on their own 
account As a natural consequence the 
methods of introduction vary according to 
the different degrees af ability and financial 
strength of the respective representatives 
and the liberal or conservative policy 
adopted, as a direct result of these cond: 
tions And so we find leading American 
and European makes frequently very indif 
ferently represented, while, on the other 
hand, occassionally a second grade product 
enjoys an exceptionally aggressive and su 
cessful management. And what is true of 
typewriters to considerable extent holds 
good with regard to nearly every other 
office appliance introduced in Europeat 
countries 
Conditions influencing the introduction ot 
American office appliances also vary on ac 
count of the varying attitude which the lo 
cal dealers and manufacturers assume to 
ward the foreign product. In Germany, tor 
instance, where the local production of of 
fice appliances is most highly developed, we 
find considerable antagonism against for 
eign products, even though the recently 
enacted tariff bill, placing typewriters on the 
free list, may to some extent relieve the 
tension and cause a more liberal attitude to 
ward the American manufacturer. Only 
the mechanical excellence of the American 
article, and the liberality of a part of the 
German public have made it possible that 
a large number of American office appli 
ances have found successful introduction in 
German fields, the leaders of which, such as 
for instance, the Remington and Smith Pre 
mier Typewriter, as well as the Burroughs 
Adding Machine, having made their advent 
at a time when the German office appliance 
industry was by no means as far advanced 
as at the present day Everything being 
equal the average German consumer natur- 
ally gives preference to the German product, 
and while the most important manufactur 
ers are satisfied to confine their selling talk 
to the quality of the product, and a some 
what lower price than is asked for the 
American article, others very strongly ap 


peal to national prejudices and the inclina 
tion to keep the money in the fatherland. | 
recall a very elaborate circular, issued by 


one of the larger typewriter manufacturers, 
in which this sentiment was very forcibly, 


almost obnoxiously presented 

In the other European countries in which 
the office appliance industry is as yet only 
comparatively developed, conditions are 
very much tn favor of the American product 
and, strange as it may appear, some of the 
local envy of the remarkable development of 
the German manufacturing interests benefits 
\merican products even to a greater extent 
than would be reasonably expected. It is 
safe to assert that in some of the countries 
only the cheaper price of the equivalent 
German article keeps it in active competi- 
tion with the American product 

Austria-Hungary, Switzerland, as well as 
the Scandinavian countries, Denmark, Swe- 
den and Norway, offer excellent elds tort 
the introduction of American office applian- 
ces and specialties, and the most prominent 
dealers in these countries are always on the 
alert to take up American specialties and 
to introduce them to their local patrons. In 
these countries none of the prejudice may 
be noticed; if anything, other things being 
equal, the American article is preferred and 
appreciated, even above its intrinsic value, 
\merica enjoying the enviable reputation of 
being “tonangebend” or leading in this par- 
ticular field of human effort. In fact, I am 
led to believe that American manufacturers 
have not commenced to fully realize their 
opportunities, which exist in most of the 
foreign countries for the introduction of 
their products, and this prompts me to make 
some other observations, which it would pay 
\merican manufacturers to heed and profit 
by 

Comparing the German manufacturer 
with the American, and giving credit where 
credit is due, it may be stated without fear 
of reasonable contradiction—the other kind 
does not amount to much—that the German 
manufacturer is years in advance of his 
American brother, if his ability to take 
proper care of the export trade is taken into 
consideration. The German manufacturer 
studies foreign conditions, requirements and 
peculiarities, familiarizes himself with the 
expectations of his prospective foreign cus 
tomers, and tries to meet them to the best 
of his ability. The American manufacturer, 
on the other hand, expects the foreign cus- 
tomer to meet conditions and _ require- 
ments, which in many instances are not 
reasonable and frequently result in the loss 


of trade. Naturally the successful Ameri-

HE highest conception in the minds 

of most of the people with whom | 

deal as to what art and design really 
is, makes me feel like asking you for five 
minutes of the fifteen allotted to me to tell 
you what, from my experience, I believe it 
to be. 

The quality of harmony in any relation 
ship is its art. When a thing fulfills posi 
tively that for which it exists it has half of 
its art quality present in it. When it ap 
peals to man’s aesthetic sense as beautiful 
it has the other half of what art is. When 
men see that art is not material, that it is 
not a picture or a drawing, an old master, 
his bones, his carcass, nor his works, but is 
the quality which pervades the product of 
his works, then they will be able to under- 
stand how important it is that we control, 
or direct at least, the use which is made of 
the art quality in our products 

Design I consider to be that phase otf art 
expression which is the selection and the ar 
rangement of material in any field to ade 
quately express an idea. When I put to 
gether stones and build the facades of a 
house I may be able to build one that shall 
resist the rain and the hail and the wind, 
but I may not build one that will give joy 
throygh its appearance to any man. I may 
build one that will give joy through its ap- 
pearance and will not keep out the rain, the 
hail and the wind. And that is the kind of 
art most people are thinking about—the 
kind that does give pleasure, but doesn’t 
“deliver the goods.” 

In the second place, then, design implies 
at least two sets of human faculties, the in- 
tellect and the emotions. A man who is in 
tensely intellectual may be an inventor, but 
he is not a designer. A man who is so aes- 
thetic that he may fall to pieces in moving

value. A small piece of gummed paper one 
and three-eighths inch high by one and one- 
half inch wide, with a printed form on the 
face as per figure 1, proved to be the solu- 
tion. It is made with tearing perforations 
between points A and B. 

On every letter that requires a reply, the 
stenographer is instructed to attach a 
“Service Coupon.” The coupon is merely 
tipped, above the points A and B, to the 
letter allowing the lower half to hang loose 
for removal. On the blank space on the 
return coupon is put the date of the letter 
and the initials of the writer in case some- 
one besides the department head wrote it. 

The coupon really accomplishes its pur- 
pose. In the majority of cases it is not 
returned as requested, but the recipient on 
the other hand takes extreme care to see 
that the letter is addressed to the proper 
party and department. In the other in- 
stances where the coupon is used the dis- 
tributing clerk is assisted that much in the 
rapid distribution of the mail. 

The coupon brings about the results 
where yards of requests printed on the 
letter head would have no effect. Even 
personally dictated requests, for careful 
addresses, in the body of the letter are more 
liable to be overlooked than the coupon 
request

RUN ‘round the leading typewriter 

and office specialty houses here pro- 

duced information that generally 
prospects of the current year are regarded 
as bright. Still one notes at times some 
little apprehension with regard to the trend 
of general trade. This country has been 
enjoying now nearly three years of boom 
and the national imports and exports to- 
gether last year totalled up to over three 
hundred million dollars above the corre 
sponding figures for the previous year, 
which year also was better than the pre 
vious year. But signs of slackening trade 
are pretty evident in important directions. 
Beginning with the iron trade the trouble 
is showing itself in the cotton industry and 
other departments of manufacture and trad- 
ing are following suit. Still, it must not be 
taken that we are face to face with any 
decided or sudden slump. The-chances are 
that if the corner has been turned it will 
resolve itself into a very slow movement, 
with possibly an occasional temporary re- 
turn to betterment. 

Of course the typewriter industry here is 
not wholly dependent upon the years of in- 
dustrial booming for its support. The type- 
writer has now entered into every avenue 
of commerce and trade and the net result 
will only be possibly an increased keenness 
of competition amongst the various makers. 

With regard to other classes of office 
specialties these seem bound to have a 
growing trade anyway. Nowhere near any 
appreciable portion of the field of use is as 
yet covered and as continuous propaganda 
is being put in the sales may be expected 
to show an improvement in the coming 
year no matter what general trade does, 
unless it does something very unusual 

One feature of the modern development 
of the typewriter business here was noted 
at some length in my previous article. | 
refer to the greater concentration of Brit- 
ish enterprise in the business. This does 
not refer to any special activity in the man- 
ufacture of English models but to the grad- 
ual Anglicisation and localisation here of 
the handling and manufacturer of the fam- 
ous American models. The Bar-Lock Type- 
writer Company, Limited, for example, is 
now composed exclusively of Englishmen 
and I hear that there are no Americans 
emiploved either as salesmen or mechanics 

What the up-to-date user of the type- 
writer here is after now mainly in the ab- 
sence of any special novelty in the writing 
mechanism is the addition of billing, book- 
keeping and tabulation attachments. These 
are getting more and more into favor with 
users here and the typewriter is emerging

counting house aid. Billing and statistical 
machines were first taken up here by the 
big capitalist aggregation such as banks, 
insurance companies and railways, but they 
are now finding their way into every branch 
of mercantile and financial office and one 
result that is already being seen is the 
growing tendency for the remuneration of 
the typist to rise in proportion to the 
creased range of duties involved 

All the companies here have evidently 
got plans well laid out for the coming year 
and the men on the road appear to be full 
of spirit. The executive heads have been 
very busy since the new year and many 
more important contracts across the length 
and breadth of the Continent of Europe are 
being planned. Immense trading possibill- 
ties are regarded as existing in even the 
best known countries. France, for example, 
is held to be a splendid country for future 
typewriter developments. The ideal appar- 
ently aimed at is one machine to every 
forty families, or two hundred people. 

Smith Premier business has opened very 
well in the new year and last year is re- 
ported to show record trading for this 
company. The past year was also notable 
in the company’s business for several large 
contracts for Smith Premier machines, in- 
cluding that of the London and North- 
Western Railway for the supply of their 
typewriters for five years from Ist January, 
1914, and the renewal of the Great Western 
Railway Company’s contract with the Smith 
Premier Typewriter Company for another 
five years, from Ist January, 1914 

Mr. H. C. Churchill of the Monarch is 
greatly pleased with the success obtained 
from the adoption of the Wahl adding and 
subtracting mechanism to his machine. He 
makes further claim for Monarch business 
as being the only cylinder typewriter on the 
market that will type on a thick flat card 
without passing it round the cylinder.

OBITUARY. 
George Elbridge Carter. 


Office Appliances publishes herewith a 
tribute to the late George Elbridge Carter, 
specialist in office equipment, of Concord, 
N. H., who died at the Chester Hospital, 
Cambridge, October 16. This tribute to 
Mr. Carter, who was a strong, brave and 
lovable character, was published in one of 
the local newspapers of Massachusetts, and 
is a well-deserved commentary upon a 
heroic life: 

“George Elbridge, only son of George W. 
and Augusta Prescott Carter, was born in 
Concord and educated in our public schools, 
graduating in the class of 1880. 

“For a short time he served as clerk in 
the post office, under Hon. Henry Robin- 
son, resigning because of severe and pro- 
tracted illness. Upon partial recovery he 
became private secretary to Hon. James O. 
Lyford, then city auditor, but was unable, 
because of continued ill health, to accept 
thereafter more responsible positions in 
Boston and Washington urged upon him. 
Yet his ambition always exceeded his 
strength, and from his experience as a 
stenographer he gradually, from a small be- 
ginning, worked up a very successful busi- 
ness as a specialist in office supplies, his 
field being largely in the state, county, city, 
and law offices of our city, representing 
especially the firm of A. R. Andrews of 
Boston, but dealing, among many others, 
with Samuel Ward Company, Thorp & 
Martin Company, Dennison Manufacturing 
Company, Globe Stamp Works of Boston, 
and Cushman & Dennison Manufacturing 
Company of New York. 

“No order was too small to receive his 
most conscientious attention and, with his 
genial temperament, he greatly enjoyed his 
intercourse with his business associates. 

“His life for twenty-one years has been 
a heroic struggle for health and power to 
take his place among his fellows in the 
work of the world. And that that place 
would have been a notable one no one 
could doubt who understood his purity of 
character, his fine type of mentality, his 
high ideals and his lovable disposition. 

“When his physicians gave him one 
chance of recovery, through a most severe 
operation, he faced almost certain death 
with a courage that was remarkable and 
his endurance and patience through the 
four weeks that he lived were wonderful to 
all those about him. z 





Thomas H. Lawler. 

Thomas H. Lawler, for many years.pro- 
prietor of the book store at 79 Merimac and 
15 John street, Lowell, Mass., died on New 
Year’s day, at the. age of forty-six, of 
apoplexy. 

Mr. Lawler sold out a few years ago to 
R. E. Judd, since which time he has been 
in the real estate business. 

Mr. Lawler spent the most of his life in 
the stationery business, for after graduating 
from high school he entered the employ of 


Wm. J. Coughlin, a stationer and book sell- 
er, at 3 Central street. He remained with 
Mr. Coughlin’s successors and spent some 
years in the employ of J. Merrill & Sons 
He entered business on his own account in 
1891. 

Mr. Lawler was also a printer, and con- 
ducted a plant known as the Lawler Print- 
ing Company, of which he was the treas- 
urer. He at one time printed a weekly pa- 
per. This business he conducted success- 
fully in addition to his real estate business. 
Mr. Lawler was a member of many frater- 
nal orders and was regarded as one of the 
prominent business men of Lowell.
